Divorce Decree Granted. 


A divorce decree wras granted in omplaint was 


given as the reason for a wage re­ 
duction. to be effective February I, 
which 
recently 
was 
ordered re­ 
scinded by the board.

The board’s ruling decided that 
each side in the controversy be per­ 
mitted to present its evidence, in 
its own way. 
Any evidence con­ 
sidered irrevelant would be strick­ 
en out later, the chair said. 
Half a day’s time was taken up 
in the argument of E. P. Curtis, 
vice president of the Order of Rail­ 
way Conductors, speaking for all 
employes of the road. The decision 
overruling 
bis contentions, 
how­ 
ever. permitted railroad represen­ 
tatives to take the stand this after­ 
noon, and Col. B. L. Bugg, president 
of the A. B. and A., 
presented 
a 
mass of statistics in the road’s be­ 
half. 
Curtis, reviewing the case, told of 
the road’s proposal on December 
29, 1920, to reduce wages by one- 
half of the amount of increases 
granted since December 31, 1917. 
According to Curtis, the reason ad­ 
vanced by the railroad for the cut 
was financial inability to pay oper­ 
ating expense, of which the em­ 
ployes’ pay roll constituted 71 per 
cent. The road was said to be oper­ 
ating at a deficit 
of $200,000 a 
month, due, it wras explained,,to the 
general slump in business and the 
poor financial and industrial situa­ 
tion in the southeast. 
Notices for the wage reduction 
were posted to be effective Febru­ 
ary I, and the matter was brought 
before the Labor Board by the em­ 
ployes. 
The road w*as directed to 
rescind the order and the employes 
advanced the argument that the 
whole case be thrown out as be­ 
yond the jurisdiction of the Labor 
Beard. Burtis cited the decision of 
the labor board in tbe general rules 
hearing last Thursday, when it was 
declared that matters pertaining to 
the financial status 
of 
railroads 
were properly under jurisdiction of 
the Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion. 
Morris Brandon, attorney for the 
A. B. and A., declared the road was 
prepared to present other evidence 
than financial viability to pay in 
support of the proposed reduction. 
He 
said 
the 
dispute 
centered 
around whether the present wages 
should be continued and maintain­ 
ed the railroad’s right to present 
any evidence it desired in favor of 
its reduction proposal. 
During the noon 
recess 
the 
board promulgated 
its 
decision 
and when the afternoon session 
convened, Col. Bugg 
took 
the 
stand lo present figures bearing 
on labor wages, the cost of living 
and unemployment. 
He presented 
reports showing wages generally 
lower than railroad wages for sim 
ilar work in the Southeast, ga\e 
statistics 
on unemployment 
in 
that section and offered evidence 
to show that the cost of living was 
lower than w'hen the board’s wage 
decision was rendered last July. 
Col. Bugg testified that he had 
offered to confer with employes 
at any time, and that several con 
fercnces had been held, but with 
no solution of the matter. 
He de 
dared that the employes had been 
unwilling to make any compro­ 
mise. 
A ruling of the board ordered 
the Erie Railroad to withdraw its

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TROUBLE FOR ECCENTRIC JUDGE 
Yesterday in the 
lower 
house of 
congress steps were taken to impeach 
Federal Judge Landis because of his 
having accepted the appointment of 
supreme dictator of professional base 
ball and agreeing to perform the du­ 
ties of the position while still holding 
his place on the federal bench and 
accepting a salary of $42,000 annually 
for so doing. 


Whether a sufficient number of 
votes can be secured to carry the pro­ 
ceedings up to the senate, which, un­ 
der the constitution is the trial body 
in impeachment cases, is a question, 
but there seems to be a strong determ­ 
ination on the part of some to push the 
matter to the limit in the effort to re­ 
move this peculiar 
jurist 
from the 
b ^ n c h . 
Many things that Judge Landis lias 
done lately have 
aroused storms of 
protest and especially his latest in re­ 
leasing from custody an embezzling 
bank clerk who confessed to looting 
his bank of $90,000 on the 
grounds 
that the chief blame for the robbery 
lay with the bank because it had been 
paying the clerk but $90 a month for 
his services. 
Judge Landis is ever seeking the 
sensational. 
For many years it has 
been a custom of his to periodically 
make a ruling, impose a sentence or 
give utterance to an opinion that set 
people to talking, 
and 
incidentally 
provided him with glaring headlines 
in the newspapers from one end of the 
country to the other. 
Because of this 
he 
became famous and that fame 
brought him the 
base 
ball position 
that is now causing the trouble in con­ 
gress. 
The great emolument attach­ 
ed to this has caused many to think 
that perhaps there has been method in 
the judge's apparent madness. 
Many of his unique dictums, as a 
matter of fact, while out of the ordi­ 
nary were founded 
upon a sense of 
justice and right and elicited much 
praise. 
Others were just the opposite 
and seemed oftentimes to he merely a 
hid for notoriety or else the result of 
scatter-brained cogitations. 
The case referred to, the reason giv­ 
en for turning loose this guilty bank 
clerk, seems to be one of the latter, 
and has caused many to think that a 
judge entertaining the 
opinions ex­ 
pressed by him, 
is unworthy 
public 
confidence and therefore unfit to pre­ 
side over a United States court. 
It may well be said that Judge Lan­ 
dis made a very serious mistake in giv­ 
ing utterance to the 
sentiments ex­ 
pressed and without doubt created a 
very pernicious excuse for all embez­ 
zlers of the future. This particular of­ 
fender is 
a 
youth 
19 
years 
old, 
and it must be said in perfect frank­ 
ness that $90 a month is pretty good 
pay for a boy of that age, especially in 
a town of less than 10,000 inhabitants, 
as is Ottawa, 111., the town in which 
the looted bank is located. 
Without 
any doubt there are many men with 
families in Ottawa, as there are in all 
towns of like size, who receive even 
less than that, and save money every 
month, and while it is not a princely 
^omxJemsatioBj it is nevertheless pretty 


good pay 
for a youth 
right out of 
school. For a federal judge to advance 
its smallness as a legitimate excuse for 
stealing nearly $100,000 is about the 
most asinine 
opinion 
ever 
handed 
down from a judicial bench, and cer­ 
tainly will not tend to restrain young 
men who may 
be tempted 
to steal 
from yielding to that temptation. 
It 
furnishes a sop to would-be embezzl­ 
ers' consciences of wrhich many will 
take advantage and can not but logi­ 
cally tend to an increase in this par­ 
ticular sort of crime which, as every­ 
one knows, is already far too frequent. 
Such an excuse might have been ad­ 
vanced with some little logic had the 
young man stolen

sums from 
time to time under

family necessity. But in this case there

A BILL FOR DECENCY. 
Probably every decent man in the 
state legislature, of both houses, will 
vote in favor of the so-called abate­ 
ment bill if it gets through the com­ 
mittees and reaches the houses for ac­ 
tion. 
This bill is intended to strike at 
the root of the most dreadful of all hu­ 
man infamies, the social evil, and to 
make, as far as man-made laws can, 
impossible the conducting 
of houses 
where it flourishes. 
There have been 
and are still laws in existence dealing 
with this thing, but none of them go 
far enough to reach the sources from 
which it springs or to punish those 
who, though not actively connected 
wTith the conduct of the nefarious bus­ 
iness, yet snuggly 
concealed, 
draw 
from it large revenue, every dollar of 
which is tainted with this crime of all 
crimes. 
These are the landlords, the 
owners of the buildings devoted to the 
traffic.

And its provisions strike at that in 
which they are most interested— their 
pocketbooks. 
With 
it enacted 
into 
law, and the law enforced as it will 
be in most communities, it will be ex­ 
ceedingly unprofitable for anyone to 
rent any sort of a building for com- 
merialized fewness and besides being 
unprofitable it would be a very expen­ 
sive proposition. 
Striking thus at the 
chief concern of those 
who 
permit 
their properties to be thus used, ban­ 
ishing any possibility of gain and pro­ 
viding for 
money 
penalties 
of far­ 
reaching potentalities, 
the 
measure 
goes a long way toward eliminating a 
pestilence that for ages has been the 
great menace of the human race and 
has retarded its advance mgre than all 
other evils combined.

LIMESTONE IN THIS 
COUNTRY TESTS HIGH 


A few weeks ago the Farm Ro­ 
n a n decided to put on a limestone 
campaign throughout 
the county 
and appointed a committee in the 
various localities to submit sam­ 
ples of rock to see if available ma­ 
terial was close at hand. 
The first 
samples have been brought in and 
was sent to the laboratory at the 
agricultural college, Columbia, by 
t"Glint> Agent C. Al. Long. 
He is in 
receipt of the following report:

farm northeast of Sedalia, 9S.6 per 
Lent, 96.85 per cent, 91.35 per cent.

Efforts will 
be made to get a crusher in these 
localities and in others where lime­ 
stone proves good. 
Tests are be­
